methods of growing sugar at home. 
The sugar beet was brought into use 
and from that time on the industry has 
grown and prospered. 
The far ner can 
make twice as much raising sugar 
beets as from any other crop and the 
nrotits in manufacturing 
sugar arc 
hirger than along any other 
line. 
W hen Napoleon e.stracted sugar from 
beets It requirei 1740 f)Ounds of beets 
for loO pounds of sugar and now it re­ 
quires only 800 pounds of beets for 100 
pounds of sugar.

A rtillery Terms. 


All artillery may bo divided into two 
main classes, heavy and light. 
Heavy 
artillery is called also garrison artillery. 
Heavy artillery guns are placed perma­ 
nently in forts, and the men who handle 
them form foot artillery batteries and 
regiments. 
Light artillery refers to 
pm s not permanently emplaced—that 
i.s, light enough to be taken from place 
to place by means of horses and ma­ 
neuvered by hand. 
In our army the 
light artillery gunners ride on the cais­ 
son,s and gun carriages. 
In hor.se artil­ 
lery the gunners ride horses, so that a 
horse artillery battery has a great many 
more horses than a light battery. 
We 
i^ave no horse batteries in our army. A 
iield battery is a light battery. A fiying 
'battery is a horse battery. 
Siege gun« 
are between heavy and light artillery. 
They are intended to be placed perma­ 
nently for tlie time being and are 
''brought to their places by teams, but 
they are not maneuvered as light guns 
are.—Nev/ York Sun.

The greatest banquet In history took 
place on Aug. 18, 1889, when the 40,000 
mayors of France sat at tahle In th« 
Palais de l*IndU8trie In Paris. Ther« 
were three relays of about 13,000 each. 
To prepare the feast required seventf* 
ilTe chief cooks, 1,800 waiters, scul­ 
lions. cellar-men and helpers. 80,000 
plates, 52,000 glasses, knives, forks and 
spoons In proportion. 40,000 rolls, and 
fish, meet and fowl by the ton. Tha 
banquet was part of the centenary cela« 
bration of the events of 1789.

Submarine cables are usually imbed­ 
ded in the slimy body of the ocean, but 
at certain points they hang like wire 
bridges over deep .subniailiie valleys, 
80 that whales and other large inhabi­ 
tants of the deep may become danger­ 
ous to the cable. 
Once in a W’hile It 
is the cable that becomos dangerous 
to the whales, as recently shown In an 
accident to the Western RrazlHan line. 
There was some diillculty with the 
wire, and after many futile efforts the 
seat of the trouble was discovered sev­ 
enty-six miles north of Santa Cathar- 
ina. 
Tho cable ship Viking was sent 
to repair the damage, and began to 
take up the wire. 
After the cable 
proper had been grappled and 
was 
wound to the 
surface of the large 
drums provided for the purpose it was 
found that It floated very much easier 
and was more buoyant than Is usually 
the case. 
The reason was discovered 
when In a loop of the c;\ble the carcass 
of a whale of more than sixty feet In 
length came Into view. 
It .ippears that 
the whale had become caught under the 
cable, and, not being able to lift it 
nor go forward nor back, It became 
suffocated. 
By Us last spa.«ms or at­ 
tempts to free Itself the whale hcd 
damaged the cable so that the insula­ 
tion was rubbed off and the wire be­ 
came useless.
